TRAVEL IS TO CONFER WITH AMEMBASSIES. HOST GOVERNMENTS, 
AND HOST COUNTRY NATIONALS ON HUMAN RIGHTS AND INDOCHINA 
REFUGEE QUESTIONS. DEPUTY ASSISTANT SECRETARY FRANK 
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SIEVERTS AND FSO DAVID KENNEY (EA) WILL ACCOMPANY 
MS. DERIAN ON THIS TRIP.
